forest found at Mt. Gassan, Pref. Yamagata 
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I found the Abies Mariesii 
forest at Mt. Gassan this spring 
(1962). Hitherto, it has been said 
that there is no coniferous forest 


zone in Dewa-kyuryo (Mt. Chokai, Mt. Gassan, Mts. Asahi and Mts. lide). The 
reason for the absence of coniferous forest has been said that the place where the 
coniferous forest ought to appear is covered with the thickest snow and A. Mariesii 
has not adaptability for the thick snow, i. e. it has no prostrate nature. 
According to my observation on the scene, the reason for the lack of coniferous 
forest zone is the influence of a severe seasonal wind in winter. 
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
